Norfolk, Va , June 15, 1907— 
The Local Committee appointed by 
the President of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf to atrange for 
the entertainment of the Associa- 
lion at its approaching Convention 
in this city, (July 4-5-0) having 
disposed of all matters before it, 
upon which it has authority, except 
that of a Photographic Concession, 
desires to make the following 
public statement to the present 
members of the Association, and to 
those who expect to become mem- 
bers at Norfolk. This statement 
is made upon the committee's own 
initiative, without suggestion, hint 
or Influence whatsoever, from any 
person or persons now connected or 
expecting to tie connected with the 
aforesaid National Association of 
i he Deaf. 

1. The Local Committee has re 
eeived bids for the concession from 
several photographers. Some of 
these bids appear to have been find 
submitted to the President or other 
officials of the National Association 
of the Deaf, who have, in each in- 
stance, referred them to the Local 
Cummitiee, thereby showing that 
the said officials consider this Com- 
mittee as having the authority, and 
being the proper peisons to grant 
concessions. The Constitution and 
By-Laws of the Association are at 
present profoundly silent upon the 
question of concessions, which leads 
the Committee to the conclusion 
that Hie scope of its authority in- 
cludes all mailers pertaining to the 
arrangement for the welfare rff well- 
being of the Association during its 
sessions in the City of Norfolk 

•I. It appears to the Committee 
that, though the matter of a mere 
Photographic Concesntou is n <>.,.. 
paiatively insignificant one in it- 
self, it has nevertheless caused 
serious dissensions in the past in 
the membership of the National As 
soeiation, and the Committee finds 
some of the most prominent mem- 
bers <>f the organization arraigned 
against one another in unpleasant 
and profitless controversy in a 
public way, when the paramount 
aim of the Association is unity 
among its membership, and 
especially should it, be among its 
leaders. The Local Committee 
does not attempt to pass upon the 
meiits of one or the other aide. It 
remains perfectly neutral It has 
friends upon both sides. Yet the 
Committee does not hesitate I 
that its enthuiasm and ardor in 
making the arrangements for which 
it was appointed, MB been material- 
ly dampened by the charges and 
countercharges that it has been 
forced to hear, however much 
against its will The Committee 
finds itself pl'ieod in the position of 
a jury, and while it would not 
shrink from its duty of announcing 
a verdict in the matter of the 
Photographic Concession, it prefers 
to look at the matter in a broader 
light, recognising that continual 
dissension among the membership 
will seriously impair, if not com- 
pletely destroy, the standing and 

prestige of the National Assoeta 
tton. 

3. The Local Committee, there- 
fore, feels that it will best subserve 
the interests of the Association by, 

in pari, waiving its right to grant 

the Photographic Concession, re 
serving to itself the right to re- 
quire Photographers to comply 
with the conditions hereinafter 
named, upon penalty of being 
debarred from bidding upon the 
tloor of the convention. The 
Committee takes the greatest plea- 
sure in saying that the samples of 
work submitted to it by bidden will 
compare favorably with thewoik of 
the most renowned artists in this 
country. The deaf people of 
America have just cause to feel 
much pride in having among their 
ranks recognised masters in the 
photographic world. 

4. The matter of all kinds of eon- 
ions is one of great value to the 
Association, and the Commit lee 
believes it should tie regulated by 
proper Laws. The matter has al 
ready been too long neglected. 

The Committee reooaiaaendsi — 

A. That the Association, at the 
first session on the first day 
of its meeting in Norfolk (July 
4) suspend its rules, if neees-

Photographers desiring to bid

of the Association, sample 
specimens of their work, to- 
gether with prices of same, de- 
livered to pros pee lives pur- 
chaser; each sample having a 
neat card upon which shall lie 
written the price of a 
Photograph of the same size 
and quality. 

Bidders for the concession need 
not announce, upon their 
samples, the per centum they 
propose to allow to the Local 
Committee; the committee re- 
serving the right to announce 
upon the floor of the eonven 
lion, before the vote is taken, 
what each exhibitor agrees to 
allow the Committee.

The Oddest of Fishes 

While there are many fishes 
which expire if they are taken from 
their native element, there ate not 
a few which leave it for hours to- 
gether. 

A notable example is the famous 
climbing perch of India. This (ish 
— which strictly speaking is not, a 
perch at all — lives in freshwater 

pools, which are apt t<> dry up dur- 
ing the heat of the summer. One 
would think that this would be 
awkward for the fish, but many of 

them eel, over the difficulty by bur- 
rowing into the mud at the bottom, 
and, lying there torpid till the 
autumn rains wash them out. of 
their retreats, while others shuffle 
alone overland to tome pool with a 
little more water. 

They walk by means of (licit 
lower litis, which they use after the 
manlier of legs, while they also 
hitofa themselves along herbage by 

those on t (hi sides of their bodies. 

And a mile or two more or less makes 

very little difference to them, since 

they keep little cisterns of water in 
their heads, a drop from which pass- 
es on lo Iheir e;ill,s at regualar inter- 
vals, and ho keeps Ihem constantly 
moist. 

Many years ago these fishes were 
Supposed to climb palm trees in 

quest of eoooanul milk. So, al 

least, certain Arab travelers were 
informed by the Hindoos. And 
one traveler records his capture Of 

a specimen on the item or a tree 

some live feel from the ground. 
But probably this fish was only in 
ones! of the water which is apt to 
lodge on palm trees at the junction 
of the leaves with Ihe stem. 

Kill oddest of all the amphibious 
fishes are the mud skippers, which 
swarm on the banks of the I'.urniese 
rivers, and also in the estuaries of 
Western Africa. These creatures 

never seem to remain in the water 

Itself for more than a minute 01 two 
at a lime. If I hey are prevented 
from leaving it- indeed, Ihey rapidly 
drown. On the other hand, Ihey 
cannot remain on shore fur very 
long without, a dip in the river. 
Their great delight is to skip about 
on the semi-liquid mud. or lo lie 
and sun I IhiiiihoI ve.s nn ovcrli.n 
■'inches ni treew. 

They are queer-looking creatures, 
more like tadpoles than fish, with 
teleSOOpiC eyes, which they poke 
out from their heads and turn 
about in all directions, in Ihe weird 

esi manner Imaginable. And 

when Ihey gel tired of hopping 
about they have an odd way of 

proppiog themselves up on their 

fins, as a man might rest his elbows 
on the table.

Thii dallnudet ftl.miorliil. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutos. The present Church 
is .situated on M8th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit theereo- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form u facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name han always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the Street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
Stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York.
